Bombay for the licensing 
period April 1973— March 1974. 

No. 3S-lTC(FN)/74.— The procedure for import of raw materials, components 
and. spares by units located in Export Processing Zone, Santa Cruz, Bombay will 
be as contained in Annexure I to this Public Notice. 

AnnexUhe I 

Procedure for import of raw materials, components and spares bv units Ideated 
in Export Processing Zone, Santa Cruz, Bombay (SEEPZ) 

Licensing Authority 

The Deputy Development Commissioner (Imports and Exports), Santa Cruz 
Export Processing Zone vrUl be the licensing authority to consider applications 
for imports of raw materials, components ana spares. 

Form and manner of submission of applications 

2. Applications should be made in the form giyen in Annexure II, 

3. Applicant should make a consolidated application cowering his requirements 
for raw materials, components and spares. In the first year, the application’ 
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should cover up to 12 mouths retiuiiements. There will be no last date for sub- 
nussion of applications in a licensing period. 

4. Applications may toe addressed to the Deputy Development Commissioner 
(Imports and Exports;, Export Rrocessine Zone Santa Cruz Bombay. 

5. Applications for import licences should be accompanied by a fee of Rs. 60 
irrespective of the value of the goods sMcifled in the application. Application 
fee should be paid in accordance wiih the procedure laid down in the Import 
Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure 1973-74. 


6. AppUcanta are roQUh-ed to produce Income-tax Verification Certificate/ 
Regiatration/Exemption Number in accordance with the prescribed procedure. 

Processing applications 

7. Import licences will be Issued by the licensh^ authority based on the 
recommendation of the Development Commissioner, SEEPZ who wiU be sponsor¬ 
ing authority. The Development Commissioner wUl obtain indigenous clearance 
in respect of the items sought to be imported; from the Department of Electi'onics 
of the Government of India, New' Delhi. 


8. The list of items sought to be imported will be attached to the import 
licence as certified by tlie Development Commissioner, 

9. In the case of spare parts, no list will be attached to the licence. The 
licence will be valid hJr import of spare parts required by the unit for main¬ 
tenance of its machinery subject to the prescribed value restrictions on imfiorts 
of restricted items as laid down in the import policy in force. 


10. Intimation about the grunt of import licence will be given by the licensing 
authority to the Development Commissioner in the form and manner as may be 
prescribed for the purpose. 

11. Import licence will be subject to the condition, inter-alia, that the inhXfrted 
materials shall be used in the licence holder’s factory ’in the Santa Cruz Export 
Processing Zone for export production. 


12. Any imported material which cannot be used for expprt production for 
any valid rea^ns will nor be allowed to be disposed of in any other manner 
except with the prior written permission of the licensing authority. 

Exports from Domestic Tariff Area (DTA) to SEEPZ 

13. Units located in the Zone desiring to import any materials from DTA 
should m^e separate application for the purpose to the licensing authority 
through the Development Comni'issioner, indicating the items and their value. 


14 While recommending licences in such cases, the development Commis¬ 
sioner wiU scrutinise the prices at which the materials, in question, wiU be 
prrrchased by the unit in the Zone from DTA. 


6 Based on the recommendation of the Development Commissioner, the 
Rcensing authority will issue a licence subject to the actual user condition m 
indicated above. A condition will also be imposed on the licence that the goods 
shall be Imported from DTA and the licence shall not be valid lor import^ from 
other countries. Further, it shall be a condition of the licence toat the payment 
in respect of such goods shall be made in Indian non-convertable Rupees. 


16 The exporter in DTA will present the shipping bill to the customs 
authority in the Zone directly for endorsement for permission to export goods 
from D'tA. 

17 The Customs authority while allowing the import into the Zone wiU attest 
the shipping bill. The shipping bill wlUalso bear a specific endorsement to the 
effect that it pertains to exports from DTA to bEEBZ. 


1 ft The exnorter in DTA will obtain a bank certificate from the bank in the 
form and manner as prescribed in the Import Poli^ for Ref^rtered E^orters. 
T^bank ™^cate will also have a specific Indication to the effect that it per¬ 
tains to exports to SEEPZ from DTA. 

ID The bank will also attest the invoice. 

20 The exporter will claim import replenishment licences fr^ the licen^ 
aul^tv as^missible under the import policy for Registered Exporters on the 
^sfs ofthe shipping bill, the bank certificate and the invoice and the statement 
^ ^rtB in the prescribed form and manner.
